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ABSTRACT 

An update is pi^ovided oh the implementation of ah 
action plan dev'^lbped ih 1985 €or facilitatihg community college 
articulation wi^h high schoox J a in-Caiif ornia. 

After presenting &ackgroahd_ inform^ on efforts to ii^proye 
transfer and articulation in California, the report summarizes the 
1985 plan and progress made in implementing each of its components, 
the following activities are highlighted: (1) the publicition of the 
first "California Handbookof Articulation Policies ahd Procedures"; 
(2) the 1985 Articulatioh Cohferehce of Califbrhia^ w^ a 
fbruin to idehti fy and highlight successf^ projects; (3) 

ihtersegmehtal ef forts tO-promote faculty communication -Statewide; 
(41 participation of 59 colleges in the Calif orniaArticulat ion

the Articulatioh Council of California. Next, additional starewide 
efforts undertaken to promote transfer and articulation are described 
briefly and an action plan for 1986-87 is presented. (Ejn^) 
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Summary 

In May, 1985 an agenda item, Faciiitaiihg Transf^^^^ was brought 

before the Board for infdrmatibn, conceptualizihg a framework for viewing transfer 
and articulation issues and outlining an action plan for facilitating articulation with 
high schools and four-year colleges. 

This information item updates the Boarign the progress of the implemehtatidn of 
the action plan outlined in the May 1985 agenda item, reviews other statewide 
efforts undertaken, and outlines a plan of action for 1986-1987.

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Baekgrdiihd 

The ability of comrriuhity eblleges to fulfill their transfer function is dependent to a 
large extent on the articuiation of communit colleges with their local four-year 
colleges and universities. The responsibility for making the transfer function work 
is Interseginehtal in nature and requires the cooperation and support of all 
segments. Transfer needs to be vie^^ as a continuum extending from high schools 
through the communis coUeges to four-year insti tutions, with all levels of educa tion 
carrying some responsibility for its success or failure- Transfer issues go across 
organizational lines including instruction, student services, information systems, 
and research and analysis, and the efficacy of the transfer function depends upon 
effective communication, planning, and coordination between and within the 
segments of education. 

In Niay 1985 an agenda item, FacUUmin^ Tr^^^^ was brought to 

the Board for information. The purpose of the agenda item was to present a concep- 
tual framework with which to view the issues of transfer and articulation and to 
outlir e an action plan for fadUtating articulation with high scUbbls and fe^^r-year 
institutions. In September 1986, an agenda item was brought to the Board which 
reviewed the latest deve^^ school articulation and outlined a plan of 

action for 1986-87. Similarly, the purpose of this agenda item is to report on the 
progress of the action plan contained within the May 1985 agenda item to improve 
articulafion and transfer with four-year colleges and universities and to outline a 
plan of action for 1986-87. 



Implementation of the 1985-86 Aetieti Plan 

The plan of action outlined in the May 1985 agenda item was Undertaken through 
dose cooperation and ebmmuhicatibh wiffi the four-year institutions including th^ 
statewide academic senates, Ui^ system wide office^ and the local colleges and uni- 
versities. The plan was irhplemehted utilizing existing intersegment^ organiza- 
tions such_ as the ArUculatioh Gbuncil, and through the establishment of special 
intersegpmental conMnittees and task forces. The following is a sunmiary of the 1985 
action plan and its irQplementatioh: 

1. In cooperdtion with UC and CSV y xx han^^ community college articu- 

lation officers will be developed which ouilihes the policies and procedures for 
developing and mcintaining articuldtion agreemehls. 



In cooperation with U€ and CSU, a process for appealing articulation decisions, 
including addressing concerns at the load level and involving the systemwide 
offices, will be outlined. 
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cdllabdratibh Between the faculty of the two segments as a vehicle for 
addressing tJie academ priorities of both systems. A proposal for $150,000 
has been requested in the 1987-88 budget to support the community colleges* 
portion of this joint project effort; 



In addition, UG Berkeley has initiated a proposal with the Chancellor's Office 
to provide Jfellowships for local community colleji;e English faculty to wOrk with 
UC faculty in developing cdmmbn principles for English composition and to 
provide opportunities for staff development. The expectation is for this pro 
gram to become a model for other campuses statewide. 

Lastly, the Chancellor's Office recently submitted a Budget Change Proposal to 
the Department of Finance with the intent of establishing ah Academic Center 
for Faculty ahtl Staff Development and Inservice training. If funded, the 
Center would become operative during the 1987-88 fiscal year. This center 
would serve to provide coherent policy and coordinative activity to system wide 
efforts in this area. In addition, the Center would become the vehicle for 
implementing the recommendations which are the subject of an upcoming 
CPEC report. This report will focus on intra- and intersegmei. tal staff 
development and inservice needs. 

6. Participation in the CAN (California Articulation Number) System will be 
promoted. 

The CAN (California Articulation Number) System is a statewide cross 
reference number system designed to assist students in determining which 
courses at the community colleges can be taken to fulfill certain snecific course 
requirements at the four-year institutions. The CAN project began as a pilot at 
CSU Sacramento and is now an intersegmentally funded program which is 
overseen by an intersegnental advisory committee. The California Commu- 
nity Colleges obtained state funding to support the project in 1986-87 and is 
requesting funding again in 1987-88 to continue support. 

The basis for participation in CAN by community colleges and four-year insti- 
tutions is the development of faculty approved articulation agreements which 
meet the criteria outlined by the CAN Coordinating Office. The Academic 
Senate of the California Community Colleges endorsed CAN over a year ago 
and the CSU Academic Senate approved a resolution in support of CAN in 
March 1986. However, the UC Academic Senate continues to study the issue 
and has yet to adopt the CAN system. 

Although there has been considerable progress, particularly by the community 
colleges, in implementing the CAN System, the project is far from being a 
statewide effort as originally intended. Currently, 59 campuses have sent 
articulation reports to the CAN Coordinating Office, with 37 campuses qual- 
ifying from one to fifty courses for California Articulation Numbers. 
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The first Californid Handbook bf Articuldiioh Policies and Procedures has been 
published and will sjip be distributed to every Galifdrhia ebmmunity 
Gollege, UG, and GSU campus. The Handbopk was developed under the leader- 
ship of the California Gbmmuhity GoHeges by an intersegmental committee of 
the Articulati<)n Council of Caiifdrnia. It is an important achievement because, 
for the first time, the segments have agreed upon commpn definitions of the 
types of articulatidh agreements, and have outlined in one document all the 
Dolicies and procedures for developing articulatibn agreements and for 
:ippeaHng ar^culatioh decisions. The document also lists all the personnel 
responsible for develbpihg articulation agreements at each of the public 
postsecondary institutions as well as the private colleges and universities in 
California. The Handbook will Be updated yearly as an on-going activity of the 
Articulation Council of Califcrnia. 

5 . Successful articulation projects between community colleges and four-year insti' 
tuiions will be identified and highlighted. 

The 1985 Aiticulatidn Confer was chaired By the GaHfornia 

Gbmmunity eolleges and served as a forum to identify arid highlight suoeessfu! 
articulatibn projects. In addition, numerous local and regional confere^ceoai^d 
workshops on transfer and articuiatidn were held statewide, 

4. W(^s to promote faculty partieipatioh in the articulation of coursework, pro- 
grams, and testing between community colleges and four-year institutions will 
be explored. 

5. Ways to promote faculty development of community college faculty with four- 
year institutions will be identified and promoted. 

The GhancelloFs 9ffice of the California Goramunity Cdlleges has been wbrfc- 
ing with the GSU Chahcellbr's OfTice and UC Office of the President to promote 
and develop statewide intej^^ faculty cbmihunicatibn. The Academic 

Sehjate bf the California Communis Colleges has also been very active in 
promoting faculty dialogue through the Interse^ehtal Academic Senate 
Conmiittee and through various intersegmental academic senate cbmmittees. 

At the request of the Califbrnia Cbnununity Golleges, the Articulatioh Council 
bf California formed an intersegmental committee to study the rble of the 
faculty in articulatibn. This cbmmittee, chaired by the Communis College 
Academic Senate, developed a report cdntaining recommendatibns which will 
serve as a catalyst for promoting interaction between community college, GSU 
and UC faculty statewide. 

The Chancellor's Offices of the California Community Colleges and the CSU 
have been working dn a plan to establish joint projects Between the community 
colleges and GSU in 1986-87. The purpose of the joint projects will Be to foster 
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Unrortunately, only four of th^ 37 campuses are four-year colleges; Unless 
participatioh from the four-year ihstitutiohs increases, CAN wiH not becdme a 
statewide system. The systemwide offices of the segments and the segmental 
academic senates are currently seeking resolution to this problem. 

7, A work group of community college personnel will be convened to outline the 
informatioh commuhiiy coUeges would like to receive from CSU and UC abcit 
the performance of their students that have transferred. 

In order to obtain informatioh oh how to make the performance reports that UC 
and CStJ send to the community colleges rnore useful, a mail survey was sent 
by the ehahcelloFs Cnice to the communitj' colleges. The survey asked for 
feedback on the usefulness and format of the university reports and the assis 
tahce needed from CSU and UC for community colleges to interpret and utilize 
the data. 

A Comrnuhitjr College Ad Hoc Task Group was convened in January 1986 to 
review the findings of the survey and develop recommenda^^^^ for the 
improvement af the reports. The Ad Hoc Task Group met with representatives 
from UC and CSU to discuss the feasibility of implementing the 
recommendations. 



Tliese recommendations will be the basis for changes in the format and content 
pf^C's and CSlTs peiformance reports and will enhance their value to local 
communis colleges. The recommendations a currently being ihcbrporated 
into the plan of the Chancellor's OfTice Management Information System, User 

8. The staff will work to strengthen and expand the functions of the Articulation 
Council, if appropriate. 



The Artieulatibh Council of California is a voluhteryorganizatipn d 
schools and public and private postsecohdary institutions in California. Histor- 
ically, tiie Articulation Council has not been viewed as a successful statewide 
organization for the coordination of articulation between the segments of 
education. However, with the increase in intersegmental activities and the 
responsibility of the segments to work cooperatively to address issues of 
student preparation and transfer, the postsecohdary segments agree that a 
statewide articulation organization is needed. 

Since June 1985, the Council has undergone a number of changes in structure 
and function to make it more effective. The Academic Senates of the California 
Conununity Colleges, CSU, and UC are now members of the Executive Com- 
mittee and Board of Directors of the Council, the ongoing subject matter liaison 
committees have been replaced with committees charged with specific and 
definable tasks, and staff support for the Council has increased. 
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Tjie Articulatio its hew form, has become the umbrella 

orgahization with which to implement many of the action plans outlined in the 
May 1986 Board agenda item. 



Although the Articulation Gouhcil has become a much more yiabk organic 
zation^ the secondary schools continue to limit their participation and support. 
As a resultr in March i9&6 CPEC r>taff coram^ssidned a study on the Gduhcil, 
concluded that the Gouhcil or some sctch entity, should continue to exist, and 
outlined a series of recommendations designed to strengthen the Gouhcil even 
mor'*. 

In November 1986, representatives from the secondary and postsecbhdary 
segments will meet in a reteeat to look at the range of intersegmentai dfgani- 
zations and projects in California and develop fecommehdatiohs for statewide 
intersegmental coordination. The future of the Articulation Council will be 
discussed within that context. 



Additional Statewide Efforts 

in addition to the activities that have been outlined above, other statewide efiforte 
have been undertaken to promote transfer and articulation since the May 1985 
agenda item. 



Joint Task Force on Planning and Coordination of Outreach and Student Preparation 
Programs 

In response to growing concerns about the number of ihtersegmehtal budget 
requests, from each of the sepnMt^ and the ap^^^ lack of cbdrdihatibn arid com- 
munication between the segments, an Intersegmental Joint Task Force was formed. 
The purpose of Ui^^ has been to review and make recommendations about any 

intersegmental budget requests that were proposed for the 1987-88 budget year and 
to ensure that any budget requests put forth were not duplicative of existing 
intersegmental programs. 

The response to^this unprecedented cooperative effort by the Department of Finance 
has been extremely favorable and should serve to strengthen the California Commu- 
nity Colleges' intersegmental budget requests for 1987-8iB. 



Piienle Project 

The Puente prefect began at Chabot College in 1982 and has since been expanded to 
include twelve community colleges. The purpose of the Puente Project is to increase 
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f!^^ ?*'^* P^*"^^^ (if Mexieah-Aihencah studehts in coinmuhity colleges and 

increase tfie transrer rate of Mexician- American students to four-year institutions; 
Because of thie success of ♦Jie project, and the concern about the jaw rat^ of transfer 
and j-etention of Mexican-AMericah students in the community colleges, the Office of 
the President of Hie Universiify of California and the California Community Colleges 
Chancellor'^ bflice have jointly submitted budget requests for 1987-88 to provide for 
on-going support of the project. 



Baccalaureate Level Coursework 

Under ExecuUye Order 167 of the California State University, the community al- 
leges are designated as having resppnsihility for indicating which commuiiity 
college courses are baeealaureate level and, therefore, transferable to the California 
State University. However, bexiause the executive order does hot contain guidelines 
for the cormnunity colleges to determine baccalaureate level coursework, the range 
of courses that the community colleges have been certifying as transferable has been 
uneven. 

To Mdress this issue, representatives from the academic senates of the California 
Coinmunity Colleges, the California State University, and the University of 
California have developed a drafl statement entitled Considerntims Involved in 
Determining What Conslilules a Baeealauredte Level Course. This statement is 
currently being reviewed by the respective senates wita the expectation that the 
Statement Will be brought back to the Intersegmental Academic Senate for its 
endorsement. 

The Chancellor's d is working closely with the Community College Academic 
Senate regarding these recommendations and should action be taken by the State 
Senate, reconcmehdatiohs concerning the statements will be brought to the Board. 



Transfer Center Pilot Program and Project ASSIST 

lit September 1986, the Board received background informatibh and a status report 
on the Transftr Center Pi Project and Project ASSIST in an information item. As 
presented in the a^nda item^ these prefects are an important compoheht of the over- 
all strategy to improve four-year college articulation and transfer in the California 
Community Colleges. 



Articuiatim with the University of California 



Through &e University of California's Board of Admissions and Reiatiohs with 
Schools (BOARS)i initiatives were undertaken with the California Communis Col- 
leges to improve community college articulation with the University of California 
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Included was tJie development dra_ guarantee catalog rights to transfer 

students, a pilot project to develop core curriculum in the biological sciences^ and the 
proposal of redprocal general education agreements between UG campuses so that 
transfer students would not be penalized for preparing for transfer to one UG campus 
and then transferring to another. 



CSU/EOP eee/EOPS PUot Transfer Project 



As a follow up to a recoramendatiortof the Extended Opportunity Programs/ 
Extended Opportunity Programis and Services (EOP/EOPS) Intersegmental Task 
Force on Transfer^, the CSU and the CCC have initiated plaiis to implement pilot 
projects oh seven GSU campuses. The purposes of the pilot projects are to identify 
potential transfer students enrolled in the community college EOPS programs^nd 
provide them with priority admission to CSU EOP, including eligibility for EOP 
grants and services. 



Guidelines for implementation of the joint f.1 lot prg^^ have beeii developed and 
implementation of the projects between approximately thirty-three community 
colleges and seven CSU campuses will be underway shortly. 



Action Plan for 1986-87 

To continue to promote transfer and articulation with four-year institutions, the 
following action plan will be undertaken during 1987-88: 

1 . The Caliibrnia Gornmunij^ Colleges will continue to seek cooperatibh from the 
Califdrnia State University and tiie University of California in implementing 
the recoimnendati on transfer and articulation that are outlined in the 
Gommissioh for the Review of the Master Plan for Higher Education's 
Reassessment Study of the Community Colleges. 

2. In cooperation with GSU and UC, a statement which outlines the role and 
responsibility of articulation ofIicei*s in the community colleges, UG, and CSU 
will be developed. 

3. In cooperation with CSU and UG, regional conferences will be held statewide 
for articulation oHicers. The p^i^^ the conferences will be to review the 
statement of role and respohsibilities for articulation ofTicers^ begin the estab- 
lishment of regional networks of articulation officers, and identify articulation 
issues and problems that need to be addressed. 
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4. A statewide committee 6r community cqllege and California State University 
faculty and administrators will be estiablished to serve as a clearinghouse for 
articulation problems between the two segments. 

5. Ways to promote the interaction of the faculty tnterse^entally will continue 
to be pursued. 

6. Participation in the CAN (California Articulation Number) System by the 
segments of higher education will continue be pursued. 

7. Development of an intersegraentai definition of baccalaureate level coursework 
will be continued. 

8. Joint projects between the California Community Colleges and the California 
State University will be pursued. 

9. In conjunction with the State pepartment of Education, the University of Cali- 
fornia, and the California State University, a structure for statewide cpordina- 
tion of the myriad intersegmental projects will be pureued and the role of the 
Articulation Council will be determined witb'n that context. 

id. Issues of articulaUon and transfer that heed to be addressed will continue to be 
closely coordinated within the ChanceHor's Office and then referred to the 
apprdpnate intersegmental committees and groups, including the California 
Iteund^Table^ thes Arties Council, the Intersegmental Academic Senate, 
UC's Board of Admissions and Relations ^^^^^ Schools Subcommittee on 
Community College Articulation, and CSU'o General Education Advisory 
Coirunittee* 

11. The Chancellery will work with the Statewide Academic Senate to assist the 
Senate in achieving their goals and priorities to improve transfer and 
articulation with four-year institutions in 1986-1987, 
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
